A radio talk by Cora Kingsbury, Tolland County, North Coventry, Connegticut, 

delivered from the New York Studios of the National Broadcasting Company_.: 
through 45 associated stations, Saturday, August 2,.1930. 


My club activities sterted when I was five years old as an essociate mem 
ber of a cooking and canning club that was orgenized in our community. 


After this early association with club work there was a lapse until I was 
twelve years old. That was in the fall of 1925 when I joined a health club which 
was organized in the one room school which I attended. I got a greet deal of 
help through our heelth club and the physical conditon of most of our members was 
improved through good food end health habits and better posture. That fall I 
gave my first demonstration end was an elated member of the State Champion Health 
Team. 


Prior to the State Fair I was awarded e trip to the Junior Short Course helc 
at our State Agricultural College. ‘The next spring I was sent as e delegate from 
our club to our first State Club Round-Up held at our State Capitol. 


These events were all real thrills for mo, toking me to interesting places 
and events outside my home community end helped to develop a determination on my 
part to do a lot more club work. 


In 1926 I joined the Tolland County Dairy Club. A purebred Jersey was ny 
first dairy animel, I have since sold her and em reising another Jersey as 
purebred Jerseys are in high esteem on our farm. I exhibited my first heifer 
at the State Fair and the Hastern States Byposition, winning prizes at both 
places. While I have spent the prize money thet I won, I have kept the ribbons 
as a pleasant memory of the past and a challenge for the future. In the fall 
of 1928, I was on a dairy demonstration team for our County Club. We were fort- 
unate enough to win second’place in the,State Contest. 


In the spring of 1926, a clothing club was organized in our community. As 
I wanted more and prettier clothes, I joined this club. During the four years 
I have been engeged in clothing work I have learned to make practically all of 
my own clothes. 


‘Two years ago a boys! canning club was organized end I was the assistant 
local leader. This last year I had full responsibility for the leadership of 
the club. Both yesrs we trained demonstration teams, and one year our team 
of boys won the county canning demonstration team contest end competed in the 
State Contest. Lest year the eight members of the club canned over 1,000 
jers. Don't you think that's pretty good, for boys? 


In the fall of 1928, a group of younger girls orgenized a clothing club in 
our cormunity and I em the local leader. We have completed the first year's 
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program and are now busy with our second year's work. J nave gotten a great 
deal of satisfaction from working. with these girls and feel I am helping to 
&: 
revay the community for the time that Oey Nagel leaders have given to help 
me. 


Rach year sinee 1926, I have attended the State Club Round-Up end the 
State Junior Short Course. Three of these four years I exhibdited at the State 
Fair in several classes which my club activities have represented. 


In 1928 I was a delegate to the Netional 4-H Club Cemp at Washington, D.C. 
Tais is one of the finest experiences I have had. It really inspired me not 
only to do better club work myself but to be of ereater service to otmers. It 
was there, I decided to be a County Club Agent some day. 

At present I am a memoer of a canning club, a clothing club, and still heve 
my Jersey heifer, L£ am also) Vocal teader on 2 cloteine clubs.) lihave uum ushed 
my Junior year ix high school and hope after gradueting to be able to attend 
our Stete Agriculturel College and prepare to be a County Club agent 


This summer brother snd I ere trying a snecial project--canning tomatoes. 
We neve about two hundred plents and are olanning to can five or six hundred 
quarts in tin. 


Bach year. i attend about sixty-five 4-R club mectings. @uch of my 
enthusiasm hes come from the’ ce members of my femily because our family 
really is, "A —H Club Farily." My Daddy was largely responsible for the 
organi zattou 1 of ovr County Dsiry Club and has bsen one of its leaders for the 
past six years. .
